Los Angeles Pugilist 
Scores a Success. 


A Lively Fight of Fourteen Rounds 
With Van Heest. 


The Wisconsin Bantam Knocked Out 
After a Game Battle. 


Burge Now Hanting Another Big Purse— 
Sullivan Makes a Little Speech 
Just to Show That He Is not 
Crazy. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Saw Francisco, Dec. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Johnny Van Heest, 
the Wisconsin bantam, was picked out 
tonight at odds of 20 to 15 as the pros- 
pective winner of the fight with Sol 
Smith of Los Angeles at the California 
Athietic Club. Smith recently fought a 
draw with George Siddons, who gave 
Van Heesta good battle, and he had 
previously disposed of Dan Daly in 
quick time, so that as a short-ender he 
was well liked and freely backed. A 
$2000 purse and the prospects of a 
match with Dixon were the inducements 
that brought the men together. 

Peter Jackson entered the hall before 
the fight commeneed ana received an 
enthusiastic reception. In responding 
he referred to the fact that the Cali- 
fornia Club had on his arrival in this 
country championed his cause, and he 
said that all he asked was that he 
might finish what he had begun. This 
was taken by members as an allusion to 
his famous meeting with Corbett, and 
a storm of applause greeted his re- 
marks. 

Van Heest, accompaffed bv his sec- 
onds, Dannie Needham, Billy Dacey and 
Jack Hicks, entered the ring at 9:18 
p-m. Smith followed with Sam Fitz- 
patrick and Seward ‘Smith. Smith 


stripped trim asa racer, while Van Heest 


looked like a pudgy little draft horse. 
Timewas called at 9:25. 

First round—Smith countered hard 
with his left, followed by a nard right 
swing onthe head. Three rallies fol- 
lowed in which the men swung wild, 
and Van Heest slipped to the floor. 
Van Heest stopped Smith with a smash- 
ing ieft drive on the ear as the round 
closed. 

Second round—Smith stopped Van 

Heest with a left jolt on the jaw. 
Smith’s superior height and reach made 
it difficult for Van Heest) to find him, 
but he uppercut him with his left. 
Smith rushed and Van slid across the 
ring on his stomach and nearly off the 
platform in his efforts to get away. 
Third round—Van delivereda good 
left on the jawand a left and right 
swing that sent Smith at him like a lit- 
tle fury. Van Heest drove his left in, 
swung his right and ducked without 
avail. Smith rushed him from post to 
post, pushing him down three times and 
going down once himself. This’ was 
Van Heest’s round, though, and the ex- 
citement was intense. 

Fourth round—Van Heest had an un- 
fortunate fall. the back of his head 
striking the floor. Smith caught him 
with a long lead, dropping him, and 
then stood over him, upper-cutting him 
as he arose. Van Heest fell again, and 
the ropes catching his throat, sent him 
over witha jolt. He landed a stiff left 
in Smith’s face and dropped him witha 
light left counter on the cheek, but 
Smith thought he had his man on the 
down grade and would not be stayed. 

Fifth round—Van Heest swung his 
right in desperation. -Clinches were 
frequent and more than once Van went 
down to the floor, borne down by the 
left smashes of Smith, who pushed him 
even through the ropés, falling on him. 
Referee Jordan had no easy task in keep- 
ing the wildcat Californiad within 
proper bonds. Smith had far the best 
of this round, and Van Heest was 
grogyy at the close. 

Sixth round—Van Heest found it dif- 
ficult to land his swings, but got in his 
right on the ribs as Smith ducked and 
clinched. Van dropped once without 
being struck and Smith -pushed his 
head tothe floor, pinning him down. 
Van caught him aright smash in the 
mouth, and the round closed bringing 
Smith to his knees. It was a wild, 
rough and tumble fight with plenty of 
hard blows intermixed. 

Seventh round—Van stopped Smith 
with a left on the nose, bringing blood. 
Smith sent hip: twice to the floor with 
back-handed right smashes in the face. 
Van clinched at Smith’s legsto save 
himself when down. Van countered 
with his left on Smith’s swollen nose, 
and brought himto his knees witha 
right swing, falling himself. Smith 
closed the round with a hardright onthe 
head. 

Eighth round — Van's continual 
dropping to the floor did not please 
Smith’s friends, while Van Heest’s ad- 
herents hissed Smith for his apparent 
desire to throw Van whenever the men 
came together. A series of good 
counters, with honors about even, filled 
this round. 

Ninth round—The men were tired 
and the only blow struck was a right- 
hander on the ear by Smith. 

Tenth round—Little was done. 

Eleventh round-—This was also quiet. 

Twelfth round—Van Heest started 
the ball with a left-hander. and imme- 
diately the ring was @ scene of flying 
hands and legs, as Smith rushed in and 
bore Van to the floor, repeatedly falling 
on him and taking apparently every un- 
fair advantage, until every man in the 
hall was yelling like a madman ‘‘foul!”’ 
‘‘foul!’’ The referee refused ‘to allow 
the claim. 

Thirteenth round—This was much 
like the twelfth. Van scored a couple 
ofswings on the muzzle, which Smith 
repaid with left drives, and both men’s 


noses and Ouths bled’ profusely. 
Round er dag they wrestied. Van 
H g the smaller man, got the 


worst of it, and, as the round closed, 
Smith wes driving him from gorner to 
corner, upper cutting him with left and 
right. It was one of the roughest ex- 
bibitions ever seen in the California 
Club. 

Fourteenth round.—Van ran, hugged 
and swung in desperation, and Smith 
threw him and fell upon him, — bearing 
down on his neck with his knee. Van 
Heest rose aud dropped bim to his 


knees with a wall-directed right. Smith | 


rushed in and Swfvog his right, sending 
Van down. Th@® intter’s head struck 
the floor and lay motionless. His 
seconds threw GP the sponge and Van 
Heest was borm@ to his corner.

New York, Dec, 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The steamship Gallileo, 
from Hull, arrived here this morning. 
She had a continuous northwest gale 
and high head seas throughout, with 
frequent snow squalls. Capt. Coleman 
died on the voyage, and was buried at 
sea. On December 25, at 5 p.m., in 
lat. 42° 52’, long. 58° 55’, they sighted: 
the steamer Umbria, apparently dis- 
abled, and bearing northwest. They 
bore down close to her. She 
exhibited three red lights, showing that 
she was unmanageble but not requiring 
assistance, though a heavy sea was 
running. She lay quite easy and com- 
fortable, with the wind blowing a stiff 
northwest gale. It is supposed her ma- 
chinery was disabled and she was lying 
to, making repairs. The next morning 
the Gallileo passed two east bound 
steamers which would render any as- 
sistance if needed. Capt. Jones says 
there need be no alarm in regard to her 
safety.

—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| As the time for the 
opening of the Legislature draws near, 
the city is rapidly filling with office- 
seekers who want everything in sight, 
from keeper of gates to sergeant-at- 
arms in either house.

Sacramento, Dec. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] About 4 o'clock this 
morning the Southern Pacific Railroad 
depot at Brighton Junction, five miles 
southeast of this citv, was discovered 
on fire, and, being built of inflammable 
material, it was 60on totally destroyed. 
Residents of the place soon after began 
searching the ruins and found the re- 
mains of Miss E. O. Ayers, who resided 
in the building, and who has been em- 
ployed for the past two years as oper- 
ator and station agent. Nothing but 
the badly charred trunk remained: 

Some people believed that the 
woman, who was 85 years of age, had 
become despondent and committed sui- 
cide. The railroad detectives, how- 
ever, are firmly convinced that Miss 
Ayers was murdered by tramps for the 
money which she was supposed to have 
about the station. Three tramps were 
lounging about the station yesterday, 
and late in the afternoon she ordered 
them away. It is believed they re- 
turned during the night and murdered 
her, and then fired the building to con- 
The dead woman's 
mother residcs in Stanton, Neb. 

There are no new developments up to 
10 o'clock tonight, and it is not likely 
there will be until Railroad Detective 
Burke overtakes twomen who traded 
a gold ring at Latrobe for liquor about 
9 a.m. he ring was received here to- 
night by Superintendent Wright, and 
Detective Ben True saystwo friends 
of Miss Ayers have already seen it and 
think it was hers. If it can be fully 
identified as belonging to her, there 
will be no doubt about her murder by 
these men on whose trail the officers 
now are. The paycar passed Folsom 
about 6 o’clock this morning and the 
men could have walked there and 
jumped on the trucks and ridden to 
Latrobe. A freight train also passed 
Brighton just before the station was 
burned. The woman may have been 
murdered several hours before the fire 
occurred, and the latter may have been 
caused by the deceased's dog upsetting 
the lamp after the murderers were well 
on their way. 

Another thing that bears out the 
theory of murder is that the lock of the 


‘door leading from Miss Ayres’s room 


out upon the platform has been found, 
and the bolt was turned back, showing 
thatthe door was not locked. Coroner 
Clark, however, holds to the suicide 
theory, based on a love affair. At pres- 
ent the whole thing is a mystery.

A YACHT’'S ESCAPE, 


How She Gave Mexican Customs Officials 
the Slip at Cedros Island. 

San Digco, Dec. 29.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Skipper Forrest of the 
yacht Excelsior, now at this port, 
tells of an experience at Cedros Island 
which nearly resulted in the loss of his 
boat.

AN ANTI-SEMITIC CRUSADE 


Rigorous Persecution of the Jews Con- 
tinues in Ruassia. 

Lonxpox. Dec. 29.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Latest advices from 
St. Petersburg and other parts of Rus- 
sia showthat the persecution of the 
Jews and the inhumanity of the Czar's 
officials toward the unhappy race is 
greater than ever before. Six edicts 
hhve been issued aiming to disperse the 
Jewish subjects of Russia, weaken their 
position in ‘trading centers and crush 
out their religion. The edicts are en- 
forced with the severest rigor every- 
where. 

Moscow papers boast that since the 
beginning of 1891 20,000 Jews have 
been converted to orthodoxy. Thecon- 
dition of the Jews, except in Lodz and a 
few other places, is becoming steadily 
worse, pearticulzrly in the case of those 
who have no means to bribe Russian 
officials. 


CANAL FRAUDS 


Said to Have Extended to 
This Country, 


Millions of Corruption Money Used 
in the United States. 


A Vain Attempt to Get Gen. Grant 
into the Scheme. 


De Lesseps on a Expedition 
America — Money Flowed Like 
Water to Influence Pab- 
lie Sentiment.

New York, Dec. 29.—[By the Assocl- 
ated Press.| Ina three-column article 
this morning the World alleges that the 
Panama Canal corruptionists and 
thieves expended over two million dol- 
lars in bribing American legislators, 
In part the article says: 

There is an American end to the Panama 
scandal. Two million five hundred thou. 
sand doMars was sent to this country and 
no explanation has been given of what use 
was necessary or made of this vast sum. 
The bribery and corruption practiced in 
the United States were just aa flagrant, al- 
though less in extent and in amount of 
money used. French speculators obtained 
their rights from the United States of Co. 
lombia, and purchased the services of 
Ferdinand de Lesseps to give their scheme 
eclat. The farce of the *Canal Congress,” 
which met at Paris May 15, 1879, was eg- 
acted, and in the face of intelligent oppost- 
tion a packed committee on selection of 
locality chose the Panama route ne sea 
to sea. 

Soon after the Paris ‘Canal 
Gen. E. A. Burnside, Senator trom Rhode 
Island, introduced a resolution on the sub. 
ject in Congress. It read: 

‘That the United States views with sert- 
ous disquietude any attempt by the powers 
of Europe to establish under theit protec. 
tion and domination a ship canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama." 

Gen. Burnside in private conversation 
with friends indicated that he had forseen 
that an attempt would be made to influence 
Congress and he stated that he introduced 
the anti-canal notice with the intention of 
anticipating any work its promoters might 
attempt at Washington. 


The article then reviews the his "y 
ofthe canal with President Hay 
message declaring that the canal coala 
be built only with the Uniced States 
preponderating in influence. The ar- 
ticle continues: 


De Lesseps and. other Frenchmen were 
then here. It wasastaggerer for them, 
but De Lesseps cabied his son Charles to 
give to the Paris newspapers the statement 
that this message assured te political se- 
curity of the canal. To confirm this idea 
ia France he had an American committee 
appointed to look after the neutrality ques- 
tion in cannection with the canal and to 
make Anmiericans feel that their interests 
were being served. The American commit- 
tee was not disposed to work for nothing,and 
De Lesse agreed to make, when the com- 
pany was organized, six annual paymeats 
to this American committee. The first was 
to be f.3,100,000, the year following 
f.1,400,000, and subsequent payments to 
be f.1,500,000 a year for five years. 

Thus was about §2,500,.000 provided by 
the head of the Panama Canal scheme to 
influence the people of the United States 
and their Government. Here was a corrup- 
tion fund capable of accomplishing great 
results. The organization otf the commit- 
tee was negotiated by New York bankers. 
The purpose was to secure for chairmana 
distinguished American, whose name would 
inspire confidence and lend luster to the 
Panama project. The first chairman sug- 
gested was Gen. U. S. Grant. The position 
was tendered the distinguished citizen 
through the banking house of G. W. Selig- 
man & Co., the annual compensation offered 
being $25,000 and the General was assured 
that the duties would be light. Gen. Grant 
saw through the intentions of the commit- 
tee and declined. 

Continuing, the article says: 

Certain public officials in the Americag 
committtee received $25,000 a year for 
their services. The corruption which fol- 
lowed the organization of the American 
committee and the income of hard-earned 
money of French subscribers to the canal 
company is still fondly remembered at 
Washington by those who received some of 
the boodie. Certain newspapers in New 
York received a liberal subsidy to favor 
the canal. Two Congressmen were bribed 
and individuals who possessed influence 
were bribed. The money of the French 
peasantry ran like water at the national 
capital. 

An article in the Financial News of Lon- 
don described the situation as follows: 
“The American syndicate is one of the most 
shameful corruption funds ever recorded 
in the history of financial enterprises. Im- 
agine and expenditure of $480,000 so thas 
afew menin New York might represent 
the company in America and cooperate 
with i@ when requested. To that fund is 
due the success which attended De Lessep’s 
invitation to the Secrétary.of the Navy of 
the United States to accept the presi. 
dency of the syndicate, and no respect. 
able bankers should ever have participated 
in that costly fraud upon the shareholders 
of the Panama Canal Company. These 
men are challenged to show that they ever 
did anything for the company except to 
lend their names so that in Europe De Lea: 
seps might say, ‘America is all right." "’ 

The attitude of Congress was decidedly 
unfriendly when the committee was formed 
and the press was then quite generally ad. 
verse tothe canal under French control, 
A change soon occurred. When De \Les- 
seps ceturned to France he announced that 
the United States favored his project. He 
claimed he had refuted all scientific ob- 
jections to the Panama plan and that “the 
Americans have now recognized that the 
work to be undertaken has no political 
bearing and is particularly for their own 
benefit,’’ and Count de Lesseps naively 
added: ‘The full codperation of great 
and powerful American banking houses 
shows the results of my trip to the United 
States.’ 


Rallroaders in Secret Session.

Biaine Has Another Good Day, but There 
is Little Hope That He Will Ever 
Re a Well Man Again Other 
Washington Notes.

Wasninetos, Dec. 29. —[By the Asso- 


ciated press.]} The Pacific Coast is to 
have an armor-plate plant, according 
toalocal paper. The story is as fol- 


lows: It is stated on reliable authority 
that the concern has been incorporated 
at San Francisco, and has half its work- 
ing capital already subscribed, for the 
establishment of an armor-plate plant 
inthat city. The plant, it is under- 
stood, will be capable of producing, not 
only the heaviest armor, but will be 
equipped for the manufacture of guns, 
shot and shell and heavy forgings of 
all descriptions. The project will be 
the result of the policy .of distribution 
which is observed by the Navy Depart- 
ment in awarding contracts for ships of 
the new navy. At present every gun 
and projectile which is used in the navy 
is manufactured in the Eastern States, 
and the cost of transporting them to 
the Western coast is an item of no lit- 
tle importance. It is pretty gener- 
ally conceded, however, that the carry- 
ing out of the project will be largely 
affected by the awards for the con- 
struction of two new vessels, the lowa 
and the Brooklyn. The Cramps of 
Philadelphia are the lowest bidders on 
both ships, and in the event of, the 
Union Iron Works failing to get one of 
them it is highly probable that the 
manufacture of armor plates, on the 
Coast at least, will be deferred. 

Secretary Tracy's decision in regard 
tothe award for the new ships will 
probably be made early next week. In 
the meantime the indications are that 
the Cramps will get both vessels. There 
is some talk to the effect that the Union 
Iron Works will lower its bid on the 
Brooklyn to the amount made by the 
Cramps. Itis safe to predict thatif 
such a step is decided upon by the San 
Francisco firm the Brocklyn will be 
Jaunched inthe Pacific. 


A PLUM FOR THE TREASURY. 


Millions of Currency Which It Will Never 
Have to Redeem. 

Wasnineton, Dec. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| In all that has recently 
been written about the depleted condi- 
tion of the United States Treasury, lit- 
tle or no account has been taken of the 
fact that, with each passing year, the 
treasury is a large gainer by the cém- 
plete destruction by casualty of its out- 
standing obligations. How much this 
amounts to the best statisticians of the 
Treasury Department have no means of 
definitely ascertaining. No two figures 
are alike. Since 1862, when the Gov- 
ernment began the issue 
money, $5.819,629,108 
sued up to July 1, 1892. Within 
the same period $4,852,451.629 
was redeemed, leaving outstanding 
on July 1, 1892, as a lia- 
bility against the Government $967,- 
177,479. In an exhaustive inquiry on 
the subject made by United States 
Treasurer Hyatt, itis estimated that 
the aggregate loss on all issues up to. 
January, 1888, would not be less than 
$8,700,000. The estimate did not in- 
clude fractional currency, 50-cent, 25- 
cent, 10-cent and 5-cent ‘shin plas- 
ters,’’ in such extensive circulationga 
few years following the war. 

United States Treasurer Nebecker, in 
his report this year, states that more 
than $15,000,000 of this fractional 
reurency is outstanding, though it has 

ractically gone out of circulation and 

ut little more than four thousand dol- 
lars was presented for 1edemption last 
year. That outstanding is held to a great 
extent by collectors of coin, and 
its value as such  is_ greater 
than its face value. The aggregate 
United States currency, fractional and 
otherwise, estimated to have been de- 
stroyed and not likely to be presented 
for redemption, approximates by these 
figures at more than $14,000,000. 
The recent estimate prepared in the 
Treasury Department places the sum as. 
high as $20,000,000. The monev can 
only be taken out of the liabilities of the 
Government by Congressional enact- 
ment. This will probably be attempted 
In the near future.

An investigation later by . experts 
shows that the explosion was the work 
of Anarchists who placed a bomb in the 
hall heavily charged with explosives. 
The incident causes much alarm lest 
the dynamite campaign is about to be 
renewed. 


IN THIS COUNTRY. 


Police of Large Cities on the Alert—A 
Rising of Reds Feared. 

New York, Dec. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A morning paper to- 
morrow will say: 

New York and Chicago police are stirred 
up over the recent manifestations of ac- 
tivity by dynamiters. The -‘Reds” are -be- 
ing carefully watched in this country. 
Yesterday's explosion of a bomb in the 
Paris prefecture of pOlice, the Dublin out- 
rage last Saturday and the explosion last 
Wednesday in Milwaukee, by which nearly 
a million dollars’ worth of property was 
destroyed. are now believed to be part and 
parcel of a threatened scheme of world- 
wide destruction which the Anarchists 
have been proclaiming for some time past. 


TWO CLOSE STATES. 


The Political Situation Mixed in Wyoming 
and North Dakota. 
Heiexa (Mont.,) Dec. 29.—|By the 
Associated Press.| Nothing has been 
accomplished relative to reorganizing 
the Canvassing Board of Chauteau 
county and canvassing the country re- 
turns. from Box Elder precinct, as or- 
dered by peremptory mandate issued by 
the Supreme Court. Marshal Rumsey 
went up to Ft. Benson, the county seat 
of Chauteau, as directed, to serve: the 
writ on any one of the six persons named 
init, So far he has been unable to 
tind any ofthem. A.J. Davidson, Dem- 
ocratic member-elect of the House, 
is lying almost at the point of death in 
Helena. He will have to be taken to 
the House in bed, if, indeed, he can be 
taken at all, next Monday, when the 
House meets for organization. It now 
seems a foregone conclusion that the 
Legislature will split into. two bodies, 
as it did two years ago, and that two 
Senatorial claimants will go to Wash- 
ington. One will have credentials 
signed by the Governor, Secretary of 
State and Speaker of the Republican 
House. The other’s vouchers will be 
signed by the president of the Senate 
and speaker of the Democratic House. 
Bismarck (N. D..) Dec. 29.—Wam- 
berg. one of the Harrison electors, will 
receive a certificate of election not- 
‘withstanding the order of the court to 
count the famous Sels precinct, which 
would, if counted in time, have elected 
all three Weaver electors. Under the 
State law the Governor is required to 
issue a proclamation of the vote for 
electors within ten days after the State 
canvass, and ten days therefrom are al- 
lowed for notices of contest. This 
time expired yesterday, and as no no- 
tice has been served on the Governor he 
will issue certificates to the two fusion 
and one Republican elector. ©

DRIVEN TO THE WALL 


Fallare of Brokers Who Were on the 
Wrong Side in Wall Street. 

New York, Dec. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Stockbroker M._ E. 
Butsky has failed. He was long on 
1200 shares of industrial and western 
railroad stocks. Wayland Trask & Co. 
have also failed. It was known that 
this firm was in trouble, and its sales of 
Northern Pacific preferred caused a 
break in that stock ehis morning. It 
was supposed the firm had passed the 
crisis. The firm was carried down by 
the shrinkage in Northern Pacific 
securities and the inability of its cus- 
tomers to respond to the calls for 
margins. 

B. H. Stern, attorney for the firm, 
gave out the following statement con- 
cerning the firm: ‘The suspension of 
the firm is due to the fact that one of 
the partners, Theodore Baldwin, has 
been speculating on his own account 
with the firm's money. He lost in this 
wav about $150,000. Baldwin has 
confessed everything, and is now at 
work helping the expert in straighten- 
ing out the books. The firm had no 
outstanding accounts, one of the ex- 
changes having notified the firms with 
which they were dealing to close out 
their contracts. They aiso sent around 
this morning and paid off all their loans 
at banks.”’ 


WANT A RECEIVER. 


Charges Against the Management of an 
Insurance Company. 

New York, Dec. 29.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The committee of the 
directors of the Union Life Insurance 
Company asks the State Insurance De- 
partment to bring suit for the appoint- 
ment of areceiver, declaring that the 
funds of the company have disappeared, 
and in some cases have been missused; 
that the company has been grossly mis- 
managed and is insolvent. They lay 
the blame on President Levy. 

The missing funds are said to aggre- 
gate between fifteen and twenty thon- 
sand dollars. This afternoon William 
Abott, secretary of the company, issued 
areply to the charges, in which he 
claims that they are instigated by for- 
mer directors in the company who were 
disappointed at not being reélected, 
and are now taking revenge by publish- 
ing untruthful reports intended to in- 
jure the company. He says there was 
no missuse of funds and no use of funds 
which was not regularly approved b 
the board of directors. 


TIRED OF A DICTATOR. 


Ecuador Now on the Eve of a Revolu- 
tionary Outbreak. 

New York, Dec. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A dispatch from Pan- 
ama says: ‘‘Ecuador is ina condition 
of unrest, and there is strong reason to 
apprehend an approaching revolution. 
President Cardero has assumed almost 
despotic powers, overriding the Consti- 
tution and laws. He has used the veto 
power in amost drastic manner, annull- 
ing financial and customs laws passed 
by Congress, and leaving the-executive 
work withont a semblance of legality. 
The President is now practically dicta- 
tor, and there is every reason to believe 
a revolution will shortly break out, with 
a view to reéstablishing a constitutional 
government.”’ 


An Entire Family Poisoned. 

Omana (Neb.,) Dec. 29.—A warrant 
has been sworn out for George Williams 
(colored) on charge of murder, and the 
police are looking for him. Williams is 
accused of poisoning the family of Will- 
iam Ewing. A day or so ago Williams 
went to Ewing’s house, and after loaf- 
ing around a while and causing trouble, 
left. Shortly after dinner that evening 
the family were taken sick and one o 
the babies died yesterday. The sick- 
ness of the family was due to poison, 
but there was nothing to indicate what 
sort of drug was used. The sickness 
resulted from drinking coffee. Ewing 
and wife were seriously ill all day, but 
were better this afternoon and will 
probably recover. 


The President Vetoes a Bond Scheme. 

New Dec. 29.—The Times 
states that Secretary of the Treasury 
Foster’s trip to this city was not on 
private business, as given out officially, 
but for the purpose of consulting Wall 
street magnates on a proposition to re- 
lieve the money market and check the 
export of gold by having the Govern- 
ment issue $50,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000 bonds. The Président’s codipera- 
tion was counted on, but this suddenly 
was discovered to be delusive. The 
President not only refused to approve 
the deal, but went further and declared 
that he could see no excuse for issuing 
bonds, and he did not propose that any 
should be issued while he was Presi- 
dent. 


War Rumors Denied. 

Wasninoton, Dec. 29.—The attention 
of the Nicaraguan Minister in Washing- 
ton was today called to the Panama dis- 
patch stating that the boundary dispute 
between Costa Rica and Nicaragua is 
assuming threatening dimensions and 
hostilities between the two republics 
might begim at any time. He said: 
“That is all wrong, and I wish you 
would give it the fullest contradiction. 
Both countries, all Central America in 
fact,are interested in the Nicaragua 
Canal, and-these reports might do us 
great injury if not contradicted. There 
isnotruthinthem. There has beena 
little wordy discussion, that is all.”’ 


Cholera Galning in Europe. 

Bremen, Dec. 29.—Five cases of a 
disease suspected to be cholera have 
been discovered among the troops sta- 
tioned here. Soldiers belonging to 
neighboring garrisons are forbidden to 
vigit Hamburg. Two deaths from chol- 

a are reported at Altoona. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 29.—A cable mes- 
sage was received at the State Depart- 
ment today from United States Consul 
Estes, at Hamburg, saying: ‘‘In the 
city there were seven cases of cholera, 
of which one died. There are none in 
port.” 


Hill and Marphy in Conference. 

AtBany (N. Y.,) Dec. 29.—Senator 
David B. Hill, Richard Croker, Lieut.- 
Gov. Sheeban and Edward Murphy, Jr., 
held a three hours’ conference this 
afternoon. The subject under discus- 
sion was Mr. Murphy's chances for the 
Senatorship, and it is reported that if 
it is foreseen within the next few days 
that the chairman's candidacy is too 
strongly opposed, another man, friendly 
to Htfl and antagonistic to the Presi- 
goulaises will be selected for United 

tatesSenator. The information comes 
from a very reliable source. 


Confessed to Wife-murder. 

Des Morses (Iowa,) Dec. 29.—Peter 
Sutter, a retired farmer, aged 55, 
murdered his wife, Teresa, aged 40, 
this morning at their boarding place. 
He strangled her with a towel and then 
brained her with a hammer. The 
couple have been quarreling for a long 
time. Sutter gave himself up. at police 
headquarters, confessing hiscrime. It 
is believed that he is insane.

A SMALL DEFICIT. 


Another Insurance Agent Short 
in His Accounts. 


JI. W. Wilson Charged With the 
Embezzlement of $50. 


Williams, the Burglar, Examined on 
Another Charge of Robbery. 


Held to Answer in 810,000 Ball—A Couple 
of Tough Youths Disposed of by 
Justice Owens—Petty 
Offenders. 


Yesterday afternoon C. R. Mills, 
manager of the Fidelity Mutual A id In- 
surance Company, swore to a com- 
plaint in Justice Owens’s department of 
the Police Court, charging J. W. Wilson 
with embezzlement. 

Mr. Mills came down from San Fran- 
cisco a few days ago to look after the 
company’s agents in Southern Cali- 
fornia. He soon discovered that not 
only Wilson, but one or two agents, 
have been using his company’s money 
He asked Wilson 
for a settlement, but that gentleman 
paid no attention to the mild question, 
so Mr. Mills walked into the Police 
Court and swore to a complaint charg- 
ing him with the embezzlement of $50. 

A warrant was issued and an officer 
was sent out to look the young man up, 
but up toa late hour last evening he 
had not been arrested. 

The insurance companies have had 
considerable trouble with their agents 
down this way of late, but it is their 
own fault, for whenever they_do get a 
good case,through the efforts of the de- 
tectives, they compromise the case as 
soon as the friends or relatives of the 
criminal step up and refund the stolen 
money. If they would prosecute a few 
of these cases an end would soon be 
put to insurance embezzlement. 


Williams, the Burglar. 

Robert Williams, the bold burglar who 
went throughso many houses in the 
southwestern portion of the city a few 
months agoand gathered in jewelry 
and bric-a-brac enough to set up a jew- 
elry store, was before Police Justice 
Owens on another charge yesterday 
morning, and was held for trial, with 
bail fixed at $10,000. 

Williams was sentenced a few days 
ago to five years in State’s prison on 
the first charge, and the case yesterday 
was the second charge. There are 
forty-three more cases against him and 
if he is given five years on each he will 
spend 225 years in State’s prison, if he 
can manage to exist that long. 

He is by far the smoothest burglar 
that ever visited the Coast, and he 
boasts thatif the police had given him 
afew days longer he would have left 
the city with a carload of jewelry and 
silver plate, 


After Newsboys. 

Charles Daily and Ralph Hunter, the 
‘*thoodlums’’ who attempted to clean out 
the Newsboys’ Home the other day, 
were tried and convicted in Justice 
Owens’s department of the Police Court 
yesterday. 

These fellows have been disturbing 
the inmates of the home, and especially 
the little boys, for some time past, and 
the Court thought it advisable to put 
them where they will haye to behave 
themselves, 

Daily was given fifteen days in the 
chain gang and Hunter thirty, as this is 
not the first time that the latter has 
been before the same court. A few 
days ago Hunter was given a thirty-day 
floater, sothat he will have to spend 
sixty days in the chain gang. 


Petty Offenders.

Isaac King, an old man who was 
charged with battery by one of his 
neighbors several weeks ago, was ar- 
rested by Officer Maguire yesterday 
morning. The old man will have a 
hearing today. 


Crazy Chinaman Jalled. 

Yesterday morning Constable J. A. 
Johnson of Fairmount landed a crazy 
Chinaman in the County Jail. 

A few nights ago ‘John,’’ who has 
been cooking at Gorman Station, got on 
the warpath, and threatened toclean out 
the whole community.

Rural Life in California. 

In conformity with its diversified to- 
pography, soil and climatic conditions, 
California offers the greatest diversity 
for farming operations of any State in 
the Union. It seems as though every 
system of agriculture that hasever been 
devised by man finds a place in some 
corner of the State. 

Pastoral pursuits, exactly as they 
were followed by the children of Israel 
in the old Bible days—exactly as they 
were portrayed in the bucolics of the 
Roman poets—are still in vogue in cer- 
tain localities, Great bands of sheep 
are driven out upon the plains, over the 
foothills and _ into e mountains, 
watched and tended of the shepherd 
and his dog, just as they were in olden 
times. Droves of cattle still roam at 
will through some of the interior valleys, 
and are rounded up once a year for the 
branding of the calves and the culling 


‘out of the merchantable beeves, just as 


thid business was carried on under the 
old Mexican regimé, before California 


became American territory. 


While we still retain this remem- 
brance of the old pastoral days, nothing 
is more certain than that it is an era 
which is passing away. The oncoming 
march of agriculture and general de- 
velopment are driving the sheep and cat- 
tle into more remote places or out of 
existence altogether; and, from a ma- 
terialistic point of view, this is the best 
thing that could happen tothe Common- 
wealth. Somehow our modern bucolics 
are endowed with the romance handed 
down in the literature of the ancient 
poets and psalmists. Sheep herding is 
voted ‘‘a mighty poor business for a 
white man,’’ and, where lands become 
valuable from the drift of settlement 
and their availability for agriculture, 


the flock does not make adequate re- . 


turns for devoting a large area to this 
purpose. We no longer name stock 
growing, as pursued on primitive lines, 
among the superior attractions and ad- 
vantages of the State. But, with more 
dense settlement and more advanced 
methods, a new era of stock-growing is 
coming ,in—an era which gives us 
droves & docile Jerseys and Holsteins 
instead of the half-wild long-horns that 
formerly roamed the plains, and the 
thoroughbred racer, the Clydesdale and 
the Norman horse of aristocratic pedi- 
gree in place of the droves of Mexican 
ponies. In the field of modern stock- 
growing on scientific methods, Califor- 
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nia is destined to shine with increased 
luster. 

Ingrain farming we show all the 
unique features of the great West, with 
fields ranging from five hundred to ten 
thousand acres in extent, chitivated 
with gang plows and harvested with 
the most improved machinery. But 
even inthis we do not take especial 
pride, for we feel that this great area 
devoted tothe production of a single 
crop of wheat or barley in a jyear, and 
for the most part lying in a desolate 
and semi-barren state, does not tend to 
the building up of a prosperous popula- 
tion or the real development of the 
country. In Southern California, at 
least, grain farming falls in the same 
category as sheep-herding, and both 
industries, together with the soul of 
John Brown, are ‘‘marching on.”’ 

If the farmer from the other side of 
the Rocky Mountains comes here with 
the desire to settle on a place of moder- 
ate dimensions and pursue his) calling 
in aboutthe same way thatthe did 
“back home,’’ we can acc 
him toadot. He has but to see 
cation in some of the moist valleys, 
like El Monte, Downey, Artesia, West- 
minster, the Cienega or the valley of 
Los Angeles River; and he may 
there produce corn, pumpkins, potatoes, 
beans, hay and all the staples ga- 
lore. Many of these lands are 
moist eneugh to raise such products 
without irrigation, and insure a certain 
crop. There are lands lying a little 
higher an@dryer which may be farmed 
in these staples by the aid of irrigation, 
when like satisfactory results may be 
obtained. But it is not in this sort of 
farming even that California agricult- 
ure finds its highest development. 

The unique feature, the most charm- 
ing and most profitable feature, is found 
in horticultyre. And this is the indus- 
ary which is most generally discussed. 
California is the one State in the Union 
where the natural tendency of popula- 
tion to drift from country to city is 
reversed. It is one of our most reas- 
suring tendencies. Here, not only do 
our cities spread out to an unwonted 
extent, to allow each householder his 
garden and each suburban resident his 
half-acre or so, but many city people 
actually move out into the country and 
establish themselves on fruit farms. 
Horticultural development is different 
from any other in the line of farm- 
ing. It tends to small subdivisions 
of land, to compact settlement, to the 
establishment of cosy and delightful 
homes, and to securing a larger share 
of the advantages of city life, and 
many that cannot be obtained in a city. 
The resident of one of our prosperous 
horticultural settlements has water 
piped into his house, and sometimes 
gas. The butcher, the baker and the 
grocer call at his kitchen door Yaily, 
and so does the vegetable peddler. His 
children attend a first-class school 
within easy walking distance, and the 
church is not far off. He has neighbors 
of the most congenial, intellectual and 
refined sort all around him. He has 
society, access toa public library, and 
all the intellectual life he desires. In 
many cases he has his morning paper at 
his breakfast table with his coffee. 
Such advantages as these are not to be 


wsecured in the rural life of any other 


country that we know of, and it is little 
wonder.that these attractions, supple- 


menting the charm of sitting unde¥® 


one’s one vine and fig tree and plucking 
oranges from his own grove, should at- 
tract the city-bred man, as well as the 
one who has followed the old-style 
methods of farming in other countries. 
A local writer, discussing this feature of 
California country life, says: 


The field proves inviting to people of 
all classés and conditions. The young 
man just starting out to make his way 
inthe world cultivates his trees and 
vines alongside the farm of the super- 
annuated minister, or the retired mer- 
chant or banker; and across the way is 
the place of a lady who quit school- 
teaching because she tired of its drudg- 
ery. Many well-to-do men who con- 
tinue in business or professional prac- 
tice in town, have their villas in the 
suburbs, ortheir country homes of easy 
access, where they cudtivate their own 
fruits and help supply the markets. 
And if long-time residents are thus 
drawn away from the city, attracted by 
the charm of out-door life and the 
pleasure of horticulture in this semi- 
tropical climate, what wonder that 
many who come from the snow-bound 
East and North are captivated and im- 
pelled inthesamedirection. UHorticuit- 
ure must continue as it has begun, an 
industry suited to the most intelligent 
and refined peagple. It is better adapted 
to small farms than large. It produces 
better results underthe eye and hand 
of the master than when delegated to 
hired labor. As it requires both skill 
and industry, itgives healthful occupa- 
tion to the mind as well as the body. 


While the growing of an orchard in-— 


volves something of aninvestment, sup- 
plemented by several years of waiting, 
and no small amount of labor and care, 
the reward at last is ample. 

The material returns of fruit-farming 
are no less enticing than the esthetic 
features. Many a man in Sotthern 
California makes a good living for him- 
self'and family and has something to 
lay aside from the product of ten acres 
in orchard. 


Tus Herald yesterday morning printed 
a statement to the effect that forty 
members of the police force are circu- 
lating petitions among citizens asking 
that Chief Glass be retained in his pres- 
ent position. Mr. Glass is authority 
for the statement that there is not a 
word of truth in the charge. For po- 
lice officers to circulate such a petition 
would be a violation of the rules of the 
department which would not be toler- 
ated’for an instant bv either the Chief 
or the commission, and Mr. Glass 
states that if the name ofa single offi- 
cer can be found who has been guilty 
of this breach of discipline he will be 
at once suspended and the case laid be- 
fore the Commissioners. As a matter 
of fact, there are petitions in circula- 
tion for the retention of Chief Glass in 
the position which he has so ably filled, 
hut they were prepared and are being 
circulated by reputable citizens and 
taxpayers who are in no Way connected 
with the police department, but who 
desire, in the interest of good govern- 
ment, to see the present police admin- 
istration continued. The Democratic 
organ, to make alittle capital against 
Chief Glass, has gone outside the line 
of truth, and it should have the fairness 
to make the proper amende. 


The Important Land Decision. 

It is the purpose ns Times to re 
print, as soon as pYacticable, from ao 
authorized copy, the recent highly im- 
portant decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in ghe case of “The 
United States, appellant, vs. The South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company and 
others,’’ decided on appeals from the 
Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Southern District of California. 

The interest in this great case is so 
widespread and general among not 
only land-owners ar jand-seekers, bot 
among lawyers and others, that we 
have concluded to print the decision in 
full, and will be able to supply all calls 
for the paper containing the document. 


It has just been learned that still an- 
other decision has been rendered by 
the Supreme Conrt in these California 
land cases. A dispatch from Joseph 


H. Call, Esq., dated Washington, De- 
cember 28, (1892, states that the 
court has decided a case or cases re- 


storing three millions of acres more of 

dto the public domain. The par- 
ticulars will be sought with eagerness 
in California.

Werel notinterested 
erritory proposed to be ‘‘swallowed 
up’’ by the movement, I would have noth- 
Iam fully satisfied itis of no 

efit except to the town of Pomona and 
to a new swarm of county officers at the in- 
creased expense of the outlying districts. 
Every condition affecting Agusa and Glen- 
dora (in which Tam interested) belongs to 
Los Angeles city and county. The lay of 
the land at the headofthe valley, and the 
flow of the San Gabriel are toward Los An- 
geles. The electric power lying dormant 
in the mountain regions of the San Gabriel 
River, only waiting to be set in motion by 
capital, will move ten thousand wheels in 
future in the natural incline toward Los 
Angeles. Imagine thesetwo points in said 
convention, the former with eleven votes, 
the latter with nine, battling te be “left 
out’ against Pomona with her thirty- 
seven! It is reported that ‘the best of 
feeling prevailed.”’ I presume the same 
good feeling experienced by the shark 


when swallowed by .the whale. Two 
efforts were made to locate. the 
new county seat .at.. Ontario, but 


they were immediately “ruled out of or- 
der’ by the same 37 against 13, which 
further indicates the real object... A gentle- 
man from Pomona had investigated as to 
expense of running large and small coun. 
ties and found the former $1.07 against 
88 cents for the latter. This logic 
works well to assist in Improving values 
in Pomona by the divisor, but it don't 
hela good in actual dollars im paying taxes. 
For instance: Lown atractof land along 
the county line between Orange and Los 
Angeles counties. The taxes for this year 
were $43.50 on the 150 agres in Orange, 
as against $21.25 forthe 150 ia Los An. 
geles—exactly the same kind of land and 


improvements. 

Itndoes not require the judgment 
of more than a 10.year-old boy to 
know that when a portion of this ‘county 
(like Orange.) or any other part which at- 
tempts toset up a full county government, 
the expense will be much greater.’ It may 
not be for the first few years, when courts 
are held in outlying, abandoned stores, 
and when other economig reform moves 
are made by the. “new county 
seat,"’ but not when the §indis- 
penasble public buildings, roads, bridges, 
and allthe necessary machinery is set in 
full motion. The fact is, thié old boom fe- 
ver stilklurks with us, aag@ this mew county 
craze is one of the many ways to build up 
evena town at the expense of the sur- 
rounding county. Ifyou are a witness or

An Incursion into the “Wilds” 
of Elysian Park. 


Have the Pesky Varmints Vamosed 
the Rancho de los Feliz? 


One Wildcat Became the Prey of the 
Valiant Hunters, 


Trailing Wild Animals by Tally-ho Coach— 
Incidents of the Dangerous Expe- 
dition Yesterday—The Lions 


are Still There. 


There. may be anelement of excite- 
meat in stalking royal Bengal tigers in 
their native jungles, or pursuing the 
ivory tusked elephants in the sacred 
preserves of the Ahkoond of Swat, but 
for exhilerating sport, Lighly spiced 
with danger and possessing some other 
merits worthy of consideration, hunt- 
ing mountain lions within the city lim- 
its of Los Angeles stands preéminent. 
Mountain lions are ick in Elysian 
Park, for there are reputable witnesses 
who aver they have seen two of them— 
not the same one twice, but the pair 
together, which precludes the possibil- 
ity of an optical illusion. Wild ani- 
mals, to be popular attractions in a pub- 
lic park, should be put under a feeiin 
of restraint, within a barred enclosure, 
and not permittedto run at large to 
trample down the grass and pervert 
their appetite by eating the strollers on 
Lovers’ Lane or occasional stray chil- 
dren. 

These lions, which the reader must 
know are a species of exaggerated fe- 
line—the pair in question being de- 
scribed as about the size of a grown

mastiff dog—have roamed at will over 
the hills andinto the ravines of that 
region which extends from Buena Vista 
street yack to the Santa Monica Mount- 


ain cluding Los Feliz rancho, where 
the creatures have been wont to regale 
themselves upon the tenderest of the 
pigs and the plumpest turkeys, being 
charged with the destruction of over 
one hundred of the former and a score 
of the latter. + 

G. J. Griffith, owner of Los Feliz 
rancho, is neither sanguinary nor cruel, 
and does not begrudge the fvod the 
lions have appropriated; but, consider- 
ing that they have outgrown their wel- 
come, heis willing now that their pelts 
should grace. the floor of somebody’s 
parlor. It was this that prompted him 
to charter a tally-ho coach and invite a 
party of eager spectators to accom- 
pany a squad of mounted huntsmen, 
with guns and dogs, on an expedition. 
Shortly before 8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing the tally-ho party left the Broad- 
way stable and went direct to the 
park by way of College street. 
The Times artist, who had been 
detailed to accompany the’ party and 
be ‘‘in at the death,’’ reached the ren- 
dezvous too late to catch the drag, but 
securing a pneumatic-tired sulky anda 
very tired horse. he set forth on an in- 
dividual expedition to hunt for both 
the lions and the lion-hunters.

There was, most formidable of all, the 
four-horse drag carrying Mr. Griffith, 
Col. H. G. Otis, Joe Griffith, Messrs. 
Stevens, Kidd and others, some of 
whom, with their guns, made short in- 
cursions‘into neighboring ravines and 
gullies.

fourteen dogs, and among the men were 
John H. Randal, Charles Haskell of 
East Los Angeles, Joe Hunter and two 
brothers. 

It was arranged that these hunters 
were to a. the gullies, traverse 
the ridges, poke up the chaparral and 
run the lions down into the road, where 
the waiting party would despatch them 
with their deadly weapons, or by run- 
ning the tally-ho overthem. Ofcourse, 
as the coach could not be taken up the 
ridges to where the lions were, the lat- 
ter must be brought downto the coach.

HAMLIN GARLAND. 


An Entertaining Talk Last Evening on 
and James, 

A large audience assembled at Unity 
Churck last night to.hear Hamlin Gar- 
land talk about the two great American 
novelists, W. D. Howells and Henry 
James. 

He began his lecture by tracing the 
development of the American novel], be- 
ginning with the period of ¢he civil war. 
The ideal novel, he holds, is the moderp 
American novel which is not patho- 
logical and does not deal with the mor- 
bid, diseased brain, but rather with the 
sunny, the intimate, the physiological. 

The one almost universal objection to 
Howells is that he does not deal with 
the deep and tragical emotions in hu- 
man life. Commenting .on this, Mr. 
Garland said: ‘‘That is his individuality. 
He takes a thoughtful view of life. 
You can’t go racing through his books, 
or skate over his sketches. He refuses 
to illuminate his pages with sign-boards 
saying ‘At this point become deeply 
moved.’ 
book ‘April Hopes,’ he said to me: ‘I 
wanted to show just how an ordinary 
courtship proceeds; ‘that very often 
nature cries out against a union that so- 
ciety thinks perfect.’ Women say: 
‘Howells belittles us so.’ Well, I think 
it is about time we had real flesh and 
blood women in romance, instead of the 
melting, sentimental heroines that 
Spencer, Victor Hugo, Shakespeare and 
Scott have given us. Women have been 
so accustomed to this sort of'melting 
sentimentalism that when a man comes 


along and treats them as fellow-men, 


deais with them with fidelity and dis- 


‘passionate methods, as with men, they 


cry out ‘Oh, he belittles us so.’ ”’ 

Mr. Garland proceeded to cleverly 
dissect some of Howells’s master studies 
and dished them up in appreciative bits 
to the audience. ‘Some people,’’ he. 
said, ‘‘have called Howells a monumen- 
tal failure, but] do not think aman 
whoearns $20,000 a yearby his pen 
can be classed assuch. Every librarian 
in every city or town will tell vou that 
there are from fifty to a hundred people 
who frequent the library denominated 
‘the Howells and James crowd,’ and you 
will find them to be the intellectual peo- 
ple of the city, too. We are small, but 
exceedingly self-sufficient. [Laughter. } 

‘Seventy-five years from now, when 
the sheaf of Howells’s novels is bound, 
we will have the most faithful and im- 
portant study of this day and time made 
by any man. What a commentary on 
our life—its humor and its pathos, its 
everyday habits and its customs—it will 
be. Itis the trifles which throw the 
most vivid sidelights on life. Shakes- 
peare’s characters are great, imper- 
sonal characters—they stalk and glower 
when they walk. He gives us nothing 
of the real, human dojngs of those 
times—how people really lived, and 
talked, and walked, and ate, and dressed 
in everyday life.’’ 

Mr. Garland spoke only briefly of 
Henry James, as one who at times floats 
us away into a great, void, empty intel- 
lectual world. He lacks the sunshine. 
and humor of Howells, but he is a con- 


“summate artist at his best and holds to 


American ideals. 

He closed his lecture of one hour and 
a half with an earnest dppeal for genu- 
ine realism as against affectism. 

This evening Mr. Garland will give 
his final lecture and will talk about 
George W. Cable, Joel Chandler Harris,

MORE LEMONS NEEDED. J 

The following communication was re- 
ceived yesterday from R. H. Shoemaker, 
Jxr.,ason of Dr. Shoemaker of this city, 
and agentleman who has bad an extended 
and practical experience in matters per- 
taining to the fruit growing industries of 
this section of the country: 

I would like to make a few remarks re- 
garding “Information Wanted,"’ which I 
readin your issue of today. It is my opin- 
jon that there are not enough lemons 
grown within a radius of ten miles of Pasa- 
dena to warranta man with push, energy 
or capital to start out, properly equipped, 
to buy and cure lemons for shipment East, 
oreven to San Francisco, or to the far 
Northwest, the two latter places being the 
only districts of any account that our lem- 
ons are shipped to. 

There are too many peddlers from Los 


Angeles and small dealers in yourown vi.’ 


cinity who would be likely to run the price 
of good fruit up too high for what very 
few lemons there are around Pasadena 
today, to warrant any one putting up a 


ee curing-house. Lemons for curing | 


ave to be picked, therefore contracted for 
and bought in the fall, and they will not be 
ready for shipmentor finda good market 
uotil the following summer: consequently, 
requiring a large amount of capital to con- 
duct such an enterprise, and the four or 
five lemon-growers around Pasadena can 
better afford to carry over their own crop 
than any one can putupa proper curing- 
house and pay the price these few growers 
are in the babit of getting for their fruit, 
and at the end of the deal have anything 
left over for their own expense, not to say 
time. 

It has been my experience that the aver- 
age grower is after the ‘‘stuff’’.(because he 
needs it.) and should he be offered say only 
5 or 10 cents per box more by a speculator 
(who expects to cure the lemons on his barn 
floor,) than by a party who is in the busi- 
ness and has a good ring-house and 
knows something about rinkage, decay 
and other losses and expenses, and also 
knows the markets and possible prices, 
why. the fruit will besold to the specula- 
tor every time, notwithstanding the fact 
that the regular dealer is conducting an 


enterprise worthy of support, therefore 
compelling him to let his curing-house lie 
empty for a season, on account of the 
scarcity of lemons in your vicinity, which 
will be the case for the nextfen years un- 
less many small orchards are planted very 
soon, for the large growers will want to 
cure their own fruit. Get your lemons 
Mest, then there will be time to put up your 
curing-house. Pasadena is much better 
suited for lemons than oranges, and there 
ought to be a large acreage planted every 
year, but there will not be antil you get 
more water and reduce the price of acreage 
in your vicinity.

NEW COURTHOUSE CLOCK. 


A Time-plece That Will Kun and Keep 
Correct Time. 

In a few days now the big hands on 
the dial plates of the courthouse tower 
will begin to perform the purpose for 
which they were intended, by keeping 
pace withthe flight of the hours and 
minutes for the benefit of the busy pub- 
lic. A Trmes reporter yesterday made 
ascent along the innumerable flichts of 
winding stairs which lead skyward in 
the county building, finally reaching 
the upper apartment of the elevated 
cupola. Here several men were. found 
busily at work with tools of all sorts, 
fitting cogwheels on . bright steel jour- 
nals and adjusting the smooth-cut and 
polished mechanism. 

All of the electrical apparatus which 
formerly cumbered the place, and which 
the Supervisors or contractor nifsed so 
long with the forlorn hope of proving 
the useless machine a ‘timekeeper in 
any sense of the term, has now been re- 
moved andin its place a substantial 
Seth Thomas movement is fixed. The 
great pendulum tobe used in running 
the works will have attached toita 
weight of 500 pounds, which will swing 
through a ten-foot arch away downsome 
twenty feet below. 

The clock is the second of its size in 
the State and, when thoroughly ad- 
justed will, the builders claim, run 
with a maximum variation of buta few 
seconds per month. In the court-rooms 
and offices below an additional number 
of sixteen smaller clocks will be put in, 
all to be regulated by a simple electric 
contrivance from the works in the 
tower. The new clock will probably be 
put in motion today for the first time. 

The work of putting the clock in po- 
sition is under the direction of George 
A. Montgomery, the junior member of 
the firm of Montgomery Bros., who se- 
cured the contract, and the work is be- 
ing done in the most thorough and sub- 
stantial manner. It was expected to 
have the clock running before this, but 
owing tothe rush of holiday work the 
contractors were delayed. They have, 
however, until Saturday night in which 
to complete the work, and say they will 
be on time with something to spare.

Dunham will pilot a merry party from the 
La Cafiada Valley in a profusely decorated 
wagon, drawn by six horses. The Carlton 
guests will be out in another six-in-hand, 
and it iscertain that they will not be be- 
hind in the decorations. Thad Lowc has 
engaged Mr. Morgan's new tally-ho, which 
will be drawn by four spanking steeds, re- 
splendent in brand-new trappings. This 
will undoubtedly fbe one of the most fetch- 
ing turnouts in the procession. A party of 
Raymond guests will ride in one of the 
coaches of this famous hostelry, and the 
members of the Columbia Tennis Club will 
occupy another rig drawn by six horses:

MORE LEMONS NEEDED. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived yesterday from R,. H. Shoemaker, 
Jr.,ason of Dr. Shoemaker of this city, 
andagentleman who has bad an extended 
and practical experience in matters per- 
taining to the fruit growing industries ef 
this section of the country: ' 

I would like to make a few remarks re- 
garding “Information Wanted,"’ which I 
readin your issue of today. It is my opin- 
ion that there are not enough lemons 
grown within a radius of ten miles of Pasa- 
dena to warranta man with push, energy 

r capital to start out, properly equipped, 
to buy and cure lemons for shipment East. 
oreven to San Francisco, or to the far 
Northwest, the two latter places being the 
only districts of any,account that our lem- 
ons are shipped to. 

There are too many peddlers from Los 
Angeles and small dealers in your own vi- 

\cinity who would be likely to run the price 
of good fruit up too high for what very 
few lemons there are around Pasadena 
today, to warrant any one putting up a 
proper curing-house. Lemons for curing 
have to be picked, therefore contracted for 
and bought in the fall, and they will not be 
ready for shipment or finda good market 
until the following summer: consequently, 
requiring a large amount of capital to con- 
duct such an enterprise, and the four or 

-five lemon-growers around Pasadena can 
better afford to carry over their own crop 
than any one can putupa proper curing- 
house and pay the price these few growers 
are in the babit of getting for their fruit, 
and at the end of the deal have anything 
left over for their own expense, not to say 
time, 

It has been my experience that the aver- 
age grower is after the ‘stuff’ (because he 
needs it.) and should he be offered say only 
5 or 10 cents per box more by a speculator 
(who expects to cure the lemons on his barn 
floor,) than by a.party who is in the busi. 
ness and has a good. curing-house and 
knows something about shrinkage, decay 
and other losses and expenses, and also 
knows the markets and possible prices, 
why. the fruit will besold to the specula. 
tor every time, notwithstanding the fact 
that the regular dealer is conducting an 


enterprise worthy of support, therefore 
compelling him to let his curing-house lie 
empty for a season, on account of the 
scarcity of lemons in your vicinity, which 
will be the case for the next ten years un.- 
less many small orchards are planted very 
soon, for the large growers will want to 
cure their own fruit. Get your lemons 
Jest, then there will be time to put up your 
curing-house. Pasadena is much better 
suited for lemons than oranges, and there 
ought to be a large acreage planted every 
year, but there will not be antil you get 
more water and reduce the price of acreage 
in your vicinity.

.NEW COURTHOUSE CLOCK. 


A Time-plece That Will Run and Keep 
Correct Time. 

In a few days now the big hands on 
the dial plates ot the courthouse tower 
will begin to perform the purpose for 
which they were intended, by keeping 
pace withthe flight of the hours and 
minutes for the benefit of the busy pub- 
lic. A Tres reporter yesterday made 
ascent along the innumerable flichts of 
winding stairs which lead skyward in 
the county building, finally reaching 
the upper apartment of the elevated 
cupola. Here several men were found 
busily at work with tools of all sorts, 
fitting cogwheels on bright steel jour- 
nals and adjusting the smooth-cut and 
polished mechanism. 

All of the electrical apparatus which 
formerly cumbered the place, and which 
the Supervisors or contractor nii#sed so 
long with the forlorn hope of proving 
the useless machine a timekeeper in 
anv sense of the term, has now been re- 
moved andin its place a substantial 
Seth Thomas movement is fixed. The 
great pendulum to be used in running 
the works will have attached toita 
weight of 500 pounds, which will swing 


| through a ten-foot arch away down som 


twenty feet below. ; 

The clock is the second of its size in 
the State and, when thoroughly ad- 
justed will, the builders claim, run 
with a maximum variation of buta few 
seconds per month. In the court-rooms 
and offices below an additional number 
of sixteen smaller clocks will be put in, 
all to be regulated by a simple electric 
contrivance from the works in the 
tower. The new clock will probably be 
put in motion today for the first time. 

The work of putting the clock in po- 
sition is under the direction of George 
A. Montgomery, the junior member of 
the firm of Montgomery Bros., who se- 
cured the contract, and the work is be- 
ing done in the most thorough and sub- 
stantial manner. It was expected to 
have the clock running before this, but 
owing tothe rush of holiday work the 
contractors were delayed. They have, 
however, until Saturday night in which 
to complete the work, and say they will 
be on time with something to spare.
